SUMMARY

This bill makes one-time General Fund appropriations of $125,000 in each year of the 2008-2009
biennium for the Department of Economic and Community Development to enter into partnerships with
private businesses to install cellular telephone towers in underserved rural areas where there is currently
no signal or to place cellular telephone equipment on state-owned towers in areas that lack cellular
telephone service.
